AMERICA IN THE FRYING 
PAN. 


A senate ¢liscussion of the accuracy of the term 
“alliance” as applied to the four power Pacific 
treaty has brought forth the most reasonable com- 
ment upon the subject yet made by its bitter ene- 
mies, Senators Johnson, France, and Watson. They 
declared that the dictionary definition covering the 
treaty mattered little, and that the real nature of 
tthe pact must be judged by its practical operation. 

That is true, and it goes far as an argument in 
favor of the treaty. The practical operation of the 
treaty means first the limitation of naval arma- 
ment, the elimination of heavy taxation for naval 


building, and the stopping of a building race against 


treaty.

They ignore the fact that if circumstances 
should indicate declaration of war to B& the best 
method of preserving the integrity of the United 
States it is as much the sovereign right of the 
democracy to declare war as to refrain from de- 
claring it. | 

They ignore the alternative to ratification of the 
If we ratify we not only stop our own 
shipbuilding but the shipbuilding of Great Britain, 
France, and Japan. If we ratify we break the 
Anglo-Japanese alliance against us and remove 
causes of friction in the Pacific. If we refuse to 
ratify we continue the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
and force ourselves to vast expenditures of men 


and money in a naval building competition in which 


we would be forced in self-defense to build against 
We con- 


tinue all the present causes of friction in the 


) Pacific and add the greater cause of a naval compe- 
tition which would be a constant threat to Japan 
and Britain and which would inevitably bring on 


war. 


Ratification, its opponents say, would throw us 
from the frying pan into the fire. That argument 
at least admits that we are now in the frying pan. 
It fails to admit that there is any escape from the 
frying pan except into the fire. The fact is that 
ratification would remove us from the frying pan 
to a comfortable place at the back of ‘the stove. 
Failure to ratify would merely keep us in the frying 
pan and build up a greater fire of naval competi- 
tion, AngloJapanese alliance, etc., into which 
eventually we would be forced to jump. |

ROME, March 19.—-More than ever the European 
countries are restrained from grappling each 
other’s throats through the old system of balance 
of power. Since the ‘treaty of Versallies was 
framed al] Europe has gone back to comparing 
mutual fears, hatreds, ambitions, and interests, 
and from these classifications have resulted the 
feverish formation of alliances of the various na- 
tions against éach other. | 
One difference between the game played now 
and that in 1914 fs that at the present time the 
shoe is on the other foot. Instead of the Poles, 
Czechs, Serbs, Croats, Roumanians, and Greeks 


disturbing the peace of the world by their at- 
tempts to deliver their people from the yoke of 


Turkey, we have the Germans, Austrians, Hun- 
garians, Bulgarians, and Turks endangering peace 
in their efforts to free their nationals from their 
formerly subject peoples. 
Another difference is that the post war game 
is more obvious. It is conducted more openly. 
It is a little rougher, being attended by 
a lot of hard vituperation and hard names in- 
stead of being played mysteriously and srmilingly 
as before 1914. The racial hatreds in Europe, 
never more bitter than now, are being kept alive 
by frontier reprisals and the abuses of enemy na- 
tionals in the various countries. | |

Hungary to less than 13,000,000,

If that 
truth could be impressed upon every renter in Chi- 
cago popular government would receive the greatest 
stimulus it has ever known, and an end of grafting 
and inefficiency would be in sight. — 

For the sake of justice and peace between land- 
lords and tenants the scheme might be carried even 
farther. An itemized bill showing so much a month 
for coal, so much for janitor service, so much for 
cleaning and decoration, so much for repairs and 
upkeep, so much for management, so much for re- 
turns on the investment, étc., would not be popular 
with a profiteering landlord, of course, but it would 
give the tenant a clear idea of whether he was 
being exploited, and if the total were within reason 
would bring about much improvement of the feel- 
ing between landlord and tenant.

Jugo-Slavia and 
Roumania, which recently amplified the little en- 
tente agreement by an offensive and defensive al- 
iance and who are tightening their friendship 
bonds by the coming marriage between the two 
royal houses, have two joint dangers, the Bul- 
garians and the Hungarians. 

By the peace Jugo-Slavia has pushed its fron- 
tiers to within bombarding distance of Sofia, the 
capital of Bulgaria. It:-has shut Hungary off from 
the sea. The Roumanians have annexed the rich 
Dobrogea district, which belonged to the Bulgarians 
for cénturies and which contains more than 250,000 
Bulgarian nationals. : 

In the north Roumania annexed the large and 
fertile Transylvania, which contains several million 
Hungarians. By these annexations and that of 
Bessarabia from Russia, Roumania has more than 
doubled its population and tripled the extent of its 
domains, Against Hungary are the Czecho-Slovaks, 
who also have territory claimed historically and 
technically by the Hungarians. a 

By giving the Austrians Burgenland, which has 
been Hungarian for centuries, it was planned to 
force the former into an anti-Hungarian alliance, 
but, although embittering the nationals of the two 
countries, so far the attempt has not been success- 
ful.

MALADIES OF FLANDERS. 
HE soldiers in the trenches during 
the winters of the world war 
learned by bitter experience how 
to prevent two annoying condi- 

tions, 

One of these was frostbitten feet. 

The other was trench fever. 

They were subjected to extrémes of 
cold, moisture, and exposure which are 
rarely duplicated in civil life. They 
stood in water, often water that was 
deep, in mud, slush, snow and ice for 
hours at a time, In positions that were 
cramped and generally uncomfortable. 

If they succeeded in preventing frost- 
bite, few civilians are justified in think- 
ing prevention beyond control. As a 
rule, civilians have frostbitten feet be- 
cause they are unwilling to pay the price. 

The price is the wearing of large, 
loose, waterproof shoes and of large, 
loose woolen s0x. 

Once a day the feet are thoroughly 


sox are put On. 
excessive amount of grease is applied 
to the feet or to the sox. In the 
‘extreme conditions in the -.trenches a 
soldier would pull the top of the shoe 
to one side and pour some oil inside of 
it, down the sox and on to the feet. 


hours in ice, snow and water, rubber 
boots were worn. 


For a long time trench fever was an 
unsolvable problem. A British com- 
mission has recently made ‘a final re- 
port on this disease. 
They found it to be a painful fever,. 
| like neuralgia or rheumatism, having 
some of the characteristics of “ dengue.” 
Men who had had it were prone to suf- 
fer relapses. 
‘It is due to a germ, the nature of 
which has not been established. This 
germ was transmitted by the ordinary 
louse. They found no evidence that it 
could be conveyed ‘by food or by drink 
or by the air. 
The infecting germ may leave the 
human body occasionally in the sputum 
or in the urine, but the customary way 
was through sucking up by the louse. 


The louse harbors the germ five to 
nine days before infecting with it. The 


skin of the man to be infected. When 
that individual scratches the louse bite 
he scratches the germs into the skin. 


The blood of a man with trench fever 
is infective from the first day of. the 
disease and it has been known to re- 
main infective for 443 days. 

A practical point is that heat kills the 
germs. They can be killed by 212 
degrees Fahrenheit, dry heat, for twenty 
minutes, or by 140 degrees moist heat 
for the same léngth of time. 

A third trench disease that we learned 
a lot about was trench jaundice. This 
was caused by a spiral germ which is 
commonly found in wild oats. The 
trenches were inhabited by rats.

On the other side of the Balkans stands little 
Albania—a free state with little more than 2,000.- 
000 inhabitants. It is constantly bullied by the 
Jugo-Slavs and Greeks. Italy, to protect its in- 
terests and to defeat the Jugo- Slavs’ aims for an 
Adriatic seaport, took upon itself the sponsorship 
of Albania. 

Far to the north Lithuania is sullenly nursing 
its hatred for Poland over the Vilna affair. 
Lithuania and its neighbors, Latvia and Esthonia, 
are potential allies of Germany. 

Austria in this grouping for the balance of 
power is important only in the matter of geog- 
raphy. As far as Austria nationally is concerned, 
to those who have studied the question closely, 
there is no doubt, were a plebiscite to be held 
there tomorrow, but what it would vote for union 
with Germany. Of course, France and Czecho- 
Slovakia would not tolerate such a solution. 

France is attempting\io maneuver Austria into 
@ vertical alliance so that Jugo-Slavia and Czecho- 
Slovakia may have a corridor; but Italy is working 
for a horizontal orientation to avert this corridor, 
which would facilitate the shipment of war ma- 
terials from Pragué to Belgrade in case of war.

he would keep up his work. Nonvio- 
lence was the first and last article of 
his faith; he bore no il! will against any 
single administrator nor any disaf- 
fection towards the king’s person. . 
Gandhi said he was in court to sub 
mit cheerfully to the highest penalty 
which could be inflicted, and that there 
were only two couress open to the 
judge, either to resign if he felt the 
law he was called upon to administer 
was evil and Gandhi was innocent or

GOLD SUPPLY IS IN 
U.S. STRONG BOXES 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—[{Spe- 
cial.J—When Raymond T. Baker re- 
tires as director of the mint tomorrow 
he will turn over to F. E. Scobey, his 
Successor, approximately one-third of 
the world’s gold supply. 

The gold bullion and gold coin held 
at the United States mints at Philadel- 
phia, Denver, and San Francisco, and 
&t the assay office in New York, on 
March 1 totaled more than $3,000,000.- 
600. The world’s supply amounts to 
about $9,000,006,000. 

The assets of mint service institu- 
tions on March 1 totaled $3,676,000,000, 
consisting of the following items: Gold 


bullion, $2,829,000,000; gold coin, $260,-| 


000,000; silver bullion, $42,000,000; silver 
coin, $262,000,000; paper currency, 
$280,000,000, and minor coin, $3,000,000. 
The coin demand upon the United 
States mints was larger during the 
calendar years 1917 to 1920, inclusive, 
than during any period or single year 
in the history of the service. The out- 
put for the calendar year 1919 was, 
approximately 839,000,000 pieces, as 
ae with 155,000,000 pieces in 
1915.
